Henry Reed and Sister Found 


In Their Blood, 


A GAG IN THE MAN'S MOUTH 


The Bloody Corpses and Terribly Wounded 


Heads Presented a Ghastly Sight, The 


House All Confusion, 
Autopsy 


Being Held This Afternoon, 


[FROM SPE3I4L EomoxJ 


A horrible discovery was made on Reed's 


laco offHolden street, at 11.15 o'clock to- 


day. 
The place ia almost in the rear of 


the Robinson property. The dead bodies 
of Henry F. Reed and his sister, Miss 
Reed, were found under circumstances 
which make it plain that both were 
fonlly murdered Friday night. 


Sir. Heed owned the house and kept a 


pawnshop there, and ia said to have kept 
large aum» of money in the house. 


The Discovery. 


H. W. Tinney of Frederick street had 


agreed to loon Mr. Reed $15 today and 
we lit to the home to take the money about 
the middle of the forenoon. His rapping 
brought no response. He waited a short 
time and rapped again very loudly and 
looked around the house, Koine to differ- 
ent 
doors. 
But 
there 
was 


no sign of life within. Mr. Tinney then 
began to inquire of near neighbors, who 
tolu him they had seen nothing of Mr. 


Reed or his sister today. Among those 
Mr. Tinney inquired of wan David Fair- 
field, who lives across the lane nearly 
opposite Mr. Reed's house, and he went 
with Mr. Tinney to the house. They 
found the back door unfastened and went 
in. 


A Horrible Slgbt. 


They found Mr. Reed dead in his bed on 


th» first floor, with every evidence that 
he bad been murdered. 
Mr. Fairfield 


stayed in the house, while Mr. Tinney ran 
for assistance. He notified Officer Jones 
ion the street and the officer hastened to 
the house. Afters glance into Mr. Reed's 
bedroom Officer Jones went upstairs and 
found the dead body of Miss Reed on the 
floor. 
She, too, had been murdered. 


Word was at once sent to the police sta- 
tion and Chief Kendall hastened to the 
house to investigate. 


The ivfnrilered man's Appearance. 


Mr. Reed lay on an unkempt bed down 


sta'rs in a room off what might be called 


the dining room. He had no clothing on 
save an undershirt and had evidently gone 
to bed as usual, 


His head and face presented a terrible 


sight. It was mangled by awful blows 
and one gaping hole nearly beneath the 
eye looked like a bullet wound. The bed 
clothing was soaked with the dead man's 
blood and the clothes were pulled up over 


him, as if tho murderer had covered his 
awful work after death. 


A Gas; In His Mouth. 


In the dead man's mouth was a gag 


tightly bound. 
This awful evidence 


would point to murder, not at first in- 
tended, but afterward made necessary by 
the purposes of the murderer. The room 
had not the resemblance of order about 
it. Everything was upside down, as was 
the case through the whole house, 


J«wc!rv Not Tukclu. 


In an open stand drawer within arm's 


length of the murdered man, lay a] gold 
watch and some jewelry undisturbed. The 
murdered woman's finger rings, it was no- 
ticed too, were not disturbed. The police 
said that seemingly the perpetrators of 
the crime had been searching everything 
in the house and turning it over as if after 
some particular object. 


Where Itll»» Bred Wus Found. 


Miss Reed was found face down, in a 


doorway leading from 
a 
room 
(ur> 


stairs) almost directly over where Mr. 
Reed was found, ami just to the right of 
the head of the stairway. She was bare- 
legged and had nothing on her feet, but 
had on an old petticoat and waist. Evi- 
dently she met her death as she went to 
pass out of what washer bed room. 


In a Pool of Blood. 


The murdered woman's head lay in a 


pool of blood, just as she had f.UIen, her 
breast across the threshold of the bed- 
room, her band and hair dabbled in her 
blood, and arms extended. An awful hole 
in the right side of her head showed only 
one, perhaps, of n half dozen fatal blows. 
Her face was distorted and disfigured. 


From all indications Miss Reed had 


heard the noise below, had gotten up 
from her bed and hastily put on scant 
clothing when the murderer met her at 
the doorway of her room. 


There was as little order up stairs as 


down. 
If there had been a struggle, the 


original confusion of the whole house 
prevented its showing itself. 


A Bloody Ulallr-t. 


One ghss'.ly implement of the murder- 


er's awful work was a mallet which was 
picked up near the bed where the mur- 
dered man was found. It was covered 


with clotted blood. The woman's head 
looked as if a hatchet had done the work. 


Xl;e Murdered Person*. 


Mr. Reed was a man about *5 years old 


and had lived in this city the most of his 
life. He formerly dealt in sewing ma- 
chines and musical instruments, but lor 
tho last few years he had conducted a 
pawn shop at his home. He was never 
married. 


His sister, Miss Blanch Eeed, was older 


than he. She worked for several years in 
P. J. Boland's tailoring establishment, 
but left that place about three years ago 
and had since been keeping house for her 
brother. 


Mr. and Miss Heed were the son and 


daughter of Mr. and Mrs. James Beed and 
were born and reared in Manchester, Vt- , 
Mr. Keed, who was about 50 years old, I 
came to North Adams nearly SOyears ago 
and had since resided here. His sister 
had also lived here for years. 
Their 


parents are dead and only two brothers 
are living—Thomas Heed of Buffalo, N. 
Y., and Carmigh Keed of Windhall, Vt. 
The brothers were notified by telegraph 
of the awful fate of their brother and 
sister, 


The New* Spread Rapidly. 


The news spread rapidly through the 


city and in a very short time there was a 
concourse of people moving toward the 
house, which was soon filled and sur- 
rounded. The most intense excitement 
prevailed and yet all were very quiet. All 
were eij-er to learn the particulars of the 
tragedy and everyone who had been able 
to gain entrance to the house was anx- 
iously questioned. 


Look* Like Reveuje. 


The,theory of the police is that the 


murder was not for robbery. It looks as 
if revenge or hatred instigated the crime. 
Mr. Reed's business is of the kind to make 
enemies among bad people. Again the 
gag looks as if the bouse contained some 
secret or valuable that the perpetrators of 
the crime were after without wanting to 
commit murder. 


Medical Kxamtaer. 


Medical Examiner Brown has charge of 


the bodies. Photographer Brown is rank; 
ing ptctures of them. An autopsy will be 
held later. 


Saw n Man. 


Mrs. David Fairfield heard a wagon go, 


away from the house about 1 o'clock 
this morning and later saw a man leave 
the house. Mrs. Fairfield was up late 
mopping. 


Second Edition. 


LATER. 


Crowds besieged the hou e every minute 


this afternoon. The lane was packed with 
people going and coming to the little 
house the scene of the tragedy. The win- 
dows of the house were blocked by curious 
persons attempting, to get a view and it 
was almost impossible to reach the door. 
mint Could Have Been the motive Jof 


tlic .tlnrdert 


The great topic was "What was the 


motive?" as one man said it is hard 
to form a theory that is consistent with 
Itself. 
The general belief is that the 


crime was committed out of revenge. 
The 
motive 
of 
robbery 
is 
not 


supported, 
because valuable watches 


in 
plain 
view 
were 
left 
un- 


touched, and what money Mr. Reed 
hnd in his pockets still remained there 
The .opinion that the murderers were 
frightened away before they had time to 
secure the booty is not supported from the 
fact that Mr. Eeed's body was covered up 
in bed, and looked as if the murderer had 
taken pains to leave everything as natural 
looking as possible. 


The theory of revenge is not borne out 


by the fact that Miss Reed was murdered, 
for if revenge was the motive why should 
she be murdered, too? This is met by the 
argument that Miss Reed was murdered 
to prevent discovery. 


How Wuh (lie Klllius none? 


It looks as if the hands of two or more 


men were steeped in blood in the crime, 
and it also looks as if one murdered the 
woman upstairs when the man was being 
killed down stairs, 'Miss Reed bad not 
taken more than three steps from her 
bed when she was stricken. If she beard 
noise down stairs and got up to invest!" 
gate it is reasonable to suppose she would 
have gotten farther than she did before the 
murderer of her brother attracted by the 
sounds of her movements could have 
reached her. If she was aroused by the 
noise made while h^r brother was being 
murdered an assassin must have been 
wailing for her movements—watching 
whether she would discover the crime— 
and ttrutk her down as she emerged from 
her bed room. Her body was prostrate 
on the doorway of her bed room and she 
evidently never moved after she fell. 


Perhaps tlie brother made no noise 


audible to his sister and the sister was 
awakened by the murderer, after his first 
crime, going upstairs to investigate. The 


theories do not fit well, but nothing has 
been ascertained to build a theory on. 


Saw Ule Heeds Last Night. 


B. W. Wilbur of the Salvation Army 


called Friday evening to pay $1.50 to Mr. 
Reed. Ho sat and talked with Mr. Reed 
on the back stoop for nearly an hour and 
left at 8.45. 
Mr. Archie Crosier was 


visiting with Miss Reed in the house at 
the same time and she left at 9.20. Both 
say Mr. and Miss Reed were in good spir- 
its and very sociable and apparently with- 
out a trouble in the world. 


Men Seen fly a NVisli'JOr. 


Mrs. David Fail Held was interviewed 


by a TRANSCRIPT reporter and told the 
story that was given in our ear'.y edition. 
She described the men that rode out of 
the lane this morning as a man wearing 
a light liat and dark clothes, and driving 
a dark horse attached to a Concord buggy. 
She saw half an hour later, another man 
leave the lane, but saw him so indistinctly 
as not to be able to closely describe him. 
She was up late house cleaning. 


Another story is current that a man 


named Collins saw two rough-looking 
men pass out near the shoe factory about 
1 o'clock, who said they were hunting up 
something about the factory. 


Mr. Heed Lust Seen Alive. 


Mr. Reed was last seen about 9 o'clock 


at Shand's market, where he bought some 
meat. He had talked earlier in the even- 
ing with Mr. Fairfleld about a farm he 
purchased and had arranged to go with 
Mr. Fairfleld to examine the farm today. 
He did not say where the iarm was or 
from whom he bought it. 


Not Necessarily Significant. 


S. E. Peck, who lives next to the Reed 


house, says that no special significance 
can attach to the fact tnat a man with or 
without a team may have been seen 
leaving 
Reed's house late at night, 


for men 
called 
there 
on 
busi- 


ness at nearly all hours. 
Reed was 


known far and near as a man that loaned 
money, and very often men came in from 
the country at night to do business with 


him, and it a man about town ran Qut of 
money it was a place where he could 
realize on his watch or other valuables, 
Consequently it was common to see men 
going and coming from the house at al- 
most any hour. 


Held JTTauv jMortjjngeflU 


It is said that Mr. Reed held an im- 


mense number of chattel mortgages, or 
rather his sister did, all papers of that 
kind being recorded in her name. Mort- 
gages were taken on all sorts of property 


for and near, Mr. Reed drawing them 
himself. 


Tlio Autopsy. 


The autopsies will begin at about 5 


o'clock. Before entering upon that work 
Medical Examiner Brown and several 
other doctors and a stenographer made a 
careful survey of the rooms and a minute 
record of the condition of th.3 bodies and 
other things as found. This work took 
about two hours. The bodies lay as when 
firjt discovered at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
and had not been touched. 
Oneol'tlie First moves lit Datectius the 


Murderer*. 


One of the first moves to be made In de- 


tecting the murderers will be a search 
made to find who were the people with 
whom Mr. Reed has done business and if 
he has bitter enemies among them. The 
dead man'* papers, it is hoped, will reveal 
some clue fn this direction. That lie has 
many enemies, is the common belief. 


On the theory that the murderers were 


after money, the police have already be- 
gun searohe as to who knows most about 
his affairs and how and where he kept 
his money. 


Tlic mayor's Prompt Action. 


Mayor Honghton has taken an earnesl in- 
terest in the apprehension of the perpetra- 
tors of the crime. He is authority for say- 
ing that no stone will be left unturned to 
overtake the 
guilty parties, sBcl it is 


pretty certain that the mayor i"i us active 
in setting the wheels of detection in 


operation as any man in the city. He !• 
doing this in hisown thorough way. The 
local police already know wh«t is ex- 
pected of them. 


Kloi-bid Ctirlotltjr. 


For exhibitions of morbid cariosity the 


Raed house has been headquarters today. 
It was astounding to see not only men, 
but women and children swarm about the 
house in a vain endeavor to get a glimpie 
of the horror within.

A group of women surged up to Mr. 


i Reed's bed room window, where the 


corpse lay, and struggled and peered over 
o le anothers' shoulders in an effort to be- 
hold a, eight which was enough to chill 
tho stoutest heart, shading the window 
with their parasols in trying to get* 
clearer vision. 


The crowd finally became so curious and 


(jense as to bo disgraceful aud was moved 
away L-y a policeman, A tree of consider- 
able size standing near the window wa« 
broken down by people climbing it to 
look ia.

The Remains of a Primitive 


Bridge Discovered on 


Main Street. 


BUILT IN THE DAYS OF FORDING 


The Logs Well Preserved. Found Fif- 


teen Feet Below the Surface. 


The Bridge Was Probably 


Built Before the Revo- 


lution. 


In excavating for the west bntment of 


the Main street bridge the wojkmen found 
Friday, two logs spanning a gully In a 
ledge two or three feet below the bottom 
•of the old abutment and about 15 feet 
from the surface of the ground. There 
was rotten wood over them and for some 
time the discovery was a mystery. 


W. T. Terry, who is employed as watch- 


man on the footbridge rni about tbe 
work, was the first to offer a solution and 
all who have looked the place over are 
convinced 
that 
he 
Is right.

saya 
the 
logs 
were 
without 


doubt 
the 
stringers 
of 
a 
small 


bridge which was then across the golly in 
the early days before the river was 
bridgad and when it was crossed by ford- 
ing. The rotten wood was probably the 
remains of the plank or poles with which 
the bridge was covered. 


This is certainly the most plausable 


theory that has been advanced. In the 
early days the river was probably much 
wider than it is now, and it is known that 
fording was the common way of crossing 
streams. The gully is in a solid ledge and 
was so near the bank of the river that 
dirt filling would wash out every time tbe 
water was high, and so a small bridge had 
to be built. The logs were pretty well 
preserved. They were sawed off where 
they ran back under the road and re- 
mov«d. They were about eight feet apart 
and there is little room to doubt that 
there has been unearthed the remains of 
a primitive bridge which was laid when 
North Adams was a wilderness. 


Abraham Potterton,

and was a respected and esteemed resi- 
dent.

T. E. Pot- 
terton of West Somerville, who is now in 
Europe, and Arthur M. Potterton of Zy- 
lonite.

COMMUNICATION, 


A Pleu for a. IVorUiy Cati*e. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—I feel I need not 


make an apology for speaking a word of 
praise and appreciation on behalf of 
Clapp's band, an organization of which | 
this community may well be proud, for it 
will stand a fair comparison with the 
bands of our larger cities, both, as re- 
gards the standard of music played and 
also the efficiency withtwhicJ 't is ren- 
dered. It would be a loss to oui L fy not 
to be able to keep Mr, Clapp here. It 
would aleo be a great loss to have such an 
organization fall through at any time 
through Jack of support. The running 
expenses of a large baud are considerable, 
and the income must be correspondiug'y 
great if a standard of excellence is main- 
tained. Band music is very expensive. 
To have and to keep a good bandmaster 
you must pay a good salary. The rent of 
a room for band practice is qmte an item 
every year, and band suits mean money, 
So much for the output or cost of main- 
taining a good band. What about the 
income to meet all these expenses? As j 
understand, Clapp's band has an honorary 
membership which brings in about $500 a 
jear. What is this meagre sum when we 
consider ths buying of music, instru- 
ments, room rent and paying of a good 
teacher, who devotes his time to the de- 
velopment of a good flrat-claas band. 
Some will say Clapp'a band is a private 
enterprise. It is so far that they maimga 
their own affairs. 
On the other hand, 


we as a community get the full benefit 
of their work, and for this reason alone 
we as a city should do something sub- 
stantial for them. An organization like 
Clapp's band located in a city which is so 
much isolated a3 North Adams with no 
large towns or cities near us, get very few 
opportunities for outside work or engage- 
ments as most city bands do. They put 
in their time for band prrctice on the 
best of music, and hundreds ot our citi- 
zens are made lighter hearted and happier ' 
by the musical feast which they eujoy 
when attending the public concerts given 
by Clapp's baud. I know as a taxpayer 
that our city fathers have not much 
money to burn, but I realize all money 
appropriated by our city council should 
be for the public good and public benefit 
and I ask them, ''Gentlemen, is not this 
truly one of our public Denetits?" If you 
do not think so attend these concerts and 
see for yourselves. You will know then 
what a source of enjoyment these con- 
certs are to the people. In a great many 
cities an annual appropriation is made for 
the public's city band concerts and surely 
such a stirring city as our own would not 
wish to be behind in this respect. Cannot 
our city council see their way to make 
some provision in the future for this 
worthy cause and public benefit. Again, 
we need a band stand to be in line with 
most other villages, towns and cities.
